Libyan chemical plant could be a target

WASHINGTON — President Reagan said 
Wednesday in a taped television interview that 
the United Stales is "discassing" with its allies the 
possibility of taking military action to destroy a 
huge Libyan chemical weapons factory but that 
no decision has been reached. 

The comments were broadcast in excerpts from 
an ABC interview with the president that is sched-

A .senior administration official familiar with 
the issue said that military action was one of sev- 
eral options that had been discussed within the 
government and with U.S. allies, but that such ac-

U.S. rallies prepare reply to Gorbachev arms cuts

W/\SHINGTON - The United State.s and it.s al- 
lies will offer proposals drastically cutting the 
number of tanks in all of F^urope to 10,000 and 
.seeking to reshape NATO and Warsaw Pact forces 
into more stable, defensive miliUiry postures, 
Pcnuigon officials said Wednesday. 

They described the proposals, to be unveiled in 
Vienna next month at talks .on conventional arms 
control, as a dynamic respemse to Soviet leader 
.Mikhail Gorbachev's .stunning announcement of 
liuge ui^ilateral cuts, in the number of. troops and 
tanks in' Eastern Europe. - 

The We.stern proposals would apply to both 
sides and would not be undertaken unilaterally. 

Under the NATO plan, ceilings would be set for 


the number of main battle weapons in Europe and 
would include limits on armameni.s (hai, cauild be 
stationed in "the heavy'traffic zone" of Central Eu- 
rope. 

This zone concept is a new definilioii of a broad 
region in Europe where the two armie.s deploy the 
hulk of their forces, where the majority of the 
fighting would be expected in case of a land war 
and from which reinforcements would first c<Jine. 

Such a proposal was written to preclude a cos- 
metic pull-back of forces from, a more narrowly 
defined "central front," whdre the two alliances 
face off along the West German border. 

Under the- NATO plan, all heavy equipment 
above the limit would baVe-lo be withdrawn to 
such a distance that it could not be redeployed 
quickly in time of war. 


Al least 20 percent of the overall limits for 
weapons under negotiation "fvould be outside this 
central zone, according to the NATO plan. For ex- 
ample, of the 10,000 tanks allowed to remain in 
Huro'^e under the Nz\TO proposal, 8,1X10 would 
have to be out.side the central zone. 

This proposal was particularly controversial 
among NATO ministers, sources report, because 
of fears of leaving an impression that NorwaV, 
Greece and Turkey were left dangling along the 
alliance's periphery. The issue is still not settled, 
sources report. 

Cognizant that past efforts at conventional 
arms control became hopelessly hogged down in 
the shell game of counting military hardware.

;‘Wc can't be dependent on the guy 
who is the focus of this controversy 
for objective information." 

■ Carlson is the second stale legis- 
Inlor to call for an inquiry. Last 
week, Rep.

Chances are. . . Bush will remain centrist on abortion 


If Pre.sident-elect George Hush has a lit- 
mus test for Supreme Court nominees, then 
one thing is likely: Everything possible will 
be done to .screen out anyone willing to over- 
rule Hoe v.s, Wade. Why? The answer has 
nothing to do with ideology and everything to 
do with political pragmatism. 

Bush wiiuld rather not play the political 
odds. Ho is a middle man in search of a mid- 
dle position. He generally seeks out a centrist 
position even though, as in tho abortion is- 
sue, the prevailing political winds carried 
him to a polar position. That helps to explain 
why he has vacillated on abortion und why, 
when pressed, he is likely to change his posi- ■ 
lion once again until he settles near the cen- 
ter. 

In 1980 the push of tho Republican pri- 
maries found himself in the predictable cen- 
ter. He then opposed the most certain way to 
dismantle the Hoe edifice — a constitutional 
amendment to outlaw abortion. For good 
measure, he noted his support for the equal- 
rights amendment Still, he was quick to add. 

"I oppose abortion. I oppose federal funding 
of abortion." Of course, there was the obliga- 
tory exception for 'rape, incest and the life of 
the mother." 

The transformation came when Ronald 
Reagan told the 1980 Republican convention 
that his running-mule would "enthusiastical- 
ly support" the party platform, which called 
for 0 constitutional amendment to overturn 
Roe. And later, when pressed on the eve of 
the 198-1 elections. Bush admitted, "I do favor 
a humnn-righl.s amendment. " He added the 
same exceptions for the amendment as he 
had earlier announced for abortion funding. 

During ihe fir.st presidential debale of 
1988, Bush was caught offjjuard with a ques- 
tion concerning abortion penalties. The same 
man who .seemed prepared to pa.ss a law to 
ban abortions coujd say no more than "i- • — 
haven't .sorted out the penalties." When con- 
fronted with the possibility of women being 
branded criminals, Bush backed off and said 
that only the doctors, nut the "victims," 
should be pru.secuted. 

He would he no more specific. Itis aide.s 
said, thiln to role that his position un abor- 
tion und penalties was "very, very,' close" to 
that of the National Right to Info Committee, 

At that point .lames Baker .stepped in and do- 
- dared that Bush's .siatomonts should "close 
• the issue. "

about Bush and what he will or won't do to 
end the rule of Roe.

TWIN FALLS - Idaho Power's cus- 
tomers may have to pay for benefits 
derived from federal aams. 

In October, the Federal Energy 
Regulatory Commission sent Idaho 
Power a bill for $9.4 million for 
"headwater benefits," or benefits de- 
rived from federal or federally li- 
censed upstream improvementSi 

"Wc were surprised by the amount 
of the bill," sain Larry Tbylor, Idaho 
Power Co. spokesmon. But Idaho 
Power is not yet sure whether the 
figure is reasonable. 

The Federal Power Act of 1935 di- 
rects the commission to assess own- 
ers of downstream, non-fedoral hy- 
dro-power projects for benefits from 
upstream federal dams. 


The $9.4 million represents the 
historical benefits from the lime 
dams were first built on the Snake 
River, mostly the Hells Canyon 
dams, Tbylorsaid. 

In the future an assessment will 
be paid annually. 

"It's a cost of doing businc-ss," he 
said. 

The $9.4 million assessment may 
be included in Idaho Power's next 
rate increase and could mean a 3 
percent increase in Idaho Power 
rates, Ibylorsaid. 

The commission has granted Idaho 
Power an additional 60 days to eval- 
uate how the assessment was deter- 
mined. Idaho Power wants to be sure 
the method of calculating the bene- 
fiU is proper, Tbylor said. 

The utility has until Feb, 15 to 
comment.

Gold mine cyanide 
permit faces review

TWIN FALLS — It's not enough 
just to find gold. Idaho's gold rush 
still must. wade through theJengthy 
permit process. 

, A public comment period on a 
cyanide permit for-a mining opera- 
tion in the Block Pine area of the 
South Hills ends Jon. 12, 

The Noranda Mining Co. of Tbron- 
to has submitted a draft cyanide per- 
mit with the Idaho Division of Envi- 
ronment for a proposed gold mining 
operation, said Don Myers, project 
engineer with Noranda. The permit 
is available for public review and 
comment, said Mike McMasters of 
the division’s Twin Falls office. 

"The potantiiU environmental im- 
pacts arc very small in this arco be- 
cause there is no surface water and 
the groundwater is deep," McMas- 
ters said. 


The draft cyanide permit can be 
reviewed at the Twin Falls Division 
of Environment office at 963 Blue 
Lakes Blvd. For information 734- 
9520. , .. 

• Noranda wants to reopen .on old 
gold mine in the Black Pine Division 
of the Sawtaoth National Forest, to 
mine 7.5 million to 10.5 million tons 
of ore. 

The company plans to use a 
cyanide leaching process to extract 
gold and silver from the ore. It will 
take about 15 tons of ore to produce 
one ounce of gold, Myers said. Gold is 
worth obout $420 an ounce. 

In addition to the cyanide permit, 
the mine also needs a Forest Service 
permit to operate on public land. 

An appeal on Noranda's Forest 
Service ppnnit was filed last month 
by the Idaho Department of Fish and 
Game. Though the regional Forest

He docsnlt lament the loss, ' however. He's 
nearly ready to retire and.whcn the regulations 
require new or upgraded tanks he simply will 
stop selling gas, which is a sideline to his auto 
repair businc.s9. 

Barney Fife, who owns Barney’s Full Sendee 
in Kimberly, is not so fortunate. His business 
depends on ga.soline sales. 

"It's going to shut us down," said Fife, who 
has owned the station three years. It has been 
there since 1928. and the tanks have been In the 
ground 40 years — under the station. 

"There's no way to dig them up," he said. • 

New EPA regulations going into effect today 
ottempt to eliminate bare steel underground 
storage tanks. They also could lead to higher 
gas pricc.s. j 

— "^c-EPA says the regulations mi^fhave-a- 
devastating effect on as high as 30 to 40 percent 
of the smaller stations," said John Anderson, 
the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency's un- 
derground storage tank coordinator for Idaho. 

"I estimate a minimum of 300 small outlets 
will go out of business," said Clyde A. Linzy, ex- 
ecutive director of the Ida'ho Service Station As- 
sociotion. The locally owned businesses will give 
way to lorger out-of-state corporations, Linzy 
said. The result will be fewer, larger gas stations 
and higher prices, he said. 

The tight profit margins of gas stations in 
Twin Falls — where competition is notoriously 
fierce — will make compliance cspcciolly painful 
for slotion owners. 

The regulotiono, aimed ol protecting the no- 
tion's groundwater, will require most under- 
ground storage tanks ond piping be upgraded 


with some form of corrosion protection and leak 
detection systems — as well as a sizable insur- 
ance policy. 

■'Somebody's got to pay for those new tanks," 
Linzy eoid. Two factors will lead to higher 
prices: the ajst of compliance with the regula- 
tions and less competition from small, indepen- 
dent operators, he said. 

Rfe's station does not do enough business to 
justify the expense of putting in new tanks and 
paying incrcoscd insurance coats, he said. Nor 
docs the location afford room to expand. 

'We just can't survive 
without drinking water. It 
takes just a little bit of gas 
to contaminate a lot of 
groundwater.'

— Simply-closing- the station would- solve the 
problem for Fife, but not for his landlord. The 
regulations will require the tanks cither be re- 
moved or be tested and filled with sand or con- 
crete. 

Anderson said 71 of about 10,000 under- 
ground tanks in Idaho arc known to leak gaso- 
line. More than 70 percent of Idaho's tanks arc 
bare steel tanks, which arc likely to corrode af- 
ter about 12 years, Anderson said. 

■Rmks 25 years old or older must hove leak 
detection systems installed by Dec. 22 1989, All 
tanks must hove them by 1993. By December 
1998 all underground steel tank systems includ- 
ing pipes must have some kind of corrosion pro- 
tection, leak detection and spill and overfill de- 
vices. 

The cost of installing these ‘devices on three 
5,000 gallon tanks — typical of many small sta- 


tions — ranges from $10,000 to $35,000. 

"It may be cheaper to buy new tanks,” Ander- 
son said. 

New installations also must meet these regu- 
lations. ‘ 

Tanks with a capacity less than 110 gallons, 
farm tanks with less than 1, 100-gallon capacity, 
and home heating oil tanka arc exempt from the ■ 
regulations. '! 

Above-ground tanks with underground pipes,' 
that moke up 10 percent of the tanlc volume'are;. 
considered underground tanks. 

Owner.s of one to 100 underground tanks 
must demonstrate financial responsibility. Lia- 
bility and cleanup insurance to cover possible 
spills and groundwater contamination must bo 
$500,000 per occurrence, and the owner must 
have up to $1 million in total coverage. 

The idea is to prevent leaks before petroleum 
producUs contaminate the groundwater, which 
supplies 90 percent of Idaho's drinking water, • 
Anderson said. 

"We just can't survive without drinking wa- .' 
ter," Anderson said at a Monday meeting in ; 
Twin Falls. "It takes just a little bit of gas to : 
contaminate a lot of groundwater." 

--Armstrong is certain his-two-4, 000-gallon 

tanks don't leak. They were in the ground when 
he bought the station in 1976, but he keeps 
careful inventory and measures the tanks fre- 
quently. 

"If I gift a leak. I'll just stop selling gas," Arm- • 
strong said. He doesn't depend on gas sales to 
stay in business. Besides, he said, it doesn't pay 
to try to compote with the big companies. 

"Acro.ss the street they're selling it for 3 cents '. 
less than I can buy it," Armstrong Said. "There's ; 
no way I could compete with them." 

When the crunch comes, Armstrong plans to 
dig up his tanks, sell the place and retire. 

Fife, who keeps a careful inventory and mca-,. 
surcB his tanks every day, also is sure his tahk^ 
don't leak. But when the regulations require im- 
provements on his 40-year-old tanks, he proba- 
bly will close the station and find other work. 


'Do-not-resuscitate' order leads to suit; raises ethical questions

TWIN FALLS — Pauline Dotson stopped 
breathing June 10, 1982. 

She died sufforitig^njm'whotTrphyinrinn'ff’ 
lawyer calls a "horrible" disease affecting her 
*• - lungs. Wh'cn her breathing stopped, nobody 
in what was then Magic Valley Memorial 
Hospital tried to save her because of an order 
on her chart. 

For the past 2 '/j weeks, Boise attorney Bill 
Mauk has worked at convincing jurors that 
Dotson's doctor didn't consult tinybody before 
entering the "do-not-rcsuacitate'- order on her 
chart. Mauk, representing Dotson's family, 
says Dotson could have lived and continued 
to provide love and support to her disabled 
son. . 

"No one would testify as to how long 
Pauline Dotson would live," Mauk said in his 
opening statement. 

Jeremiah Quanc, the Boise lawyer repre- 
senting a consulting physician who become 
deeply involved in Dotson's care, a^cs his 
client wasn't negligent and indeed did talk to 
family members nlxmt the order entered on 
Dotson's chart. 

Although the facts in the Dotson lawsuit 
are tlrepuled, the lawyers and witnesses are 


illustrating a gray area -in medical ethics: 
Who decides whether heroic medical men- 
surcs will be taken to save a patient? 

Lak year the hospital, now called Magic 
Valley Regional Mcaical Center, adopted a 
"poli iy l eguiiiiigTuiiBu ltatiotrwith-the patient- 
or family members before "do not resuscitate" 
orders — known as "no code" orders — are 
entered on a patient's chart, 

But the policy, required by the the Joint 
Commission for the Accreditation of Hospi- 
tals, doesn’t resolve the question, either ethi- 
cally or legally, i ^ 

"Aa far as the law is concerned ... you're 
damncd'if you do and you're damned if you 
don't," said Dr. A.C. Emery, a longtime TWin 
Falls internist and hospital board member 
who is not involved in the Dotson case. 

"For a long tim e 'we were gettin g' sued if 
you don't resu’s'atate, ' Emory gaidT^Now' 
you're getting sued if you do resuscitate. 

"So I think you can't worry about getting 
sued," Emery said. . 

Emery said his personal philosophy is to do 
what's best for the patient, and."when that 
works with what iho family want-s, then 
that's ideal." • 

"It's up to the phy.sician to take care of the 
patient, " he .said. 

• If he became convinced continued life sup- 


port would cause a patient "o tremendous 
amount of misery without any long-term 
hope of significant recovery, then I think you 
do whot's best for the patient," he said.

The hospital's attorney,- Kent Ibylor, de- 
clined comdiont on the cose until its comple- 
tion, partly Ijecausc the hospital was a defen- 
dant in the cue' until being dismissed. 

Dr. John^Howar, an orthopedic surgeon 
who was president of the hospital's medical 
staff during development of the poli^r, says 
the hospitM's policy didn't change the way 
physicians practice. 

"What it wo^-fcully about was improved 


docximentation," Howar said. "The back- 
ground of the whole thing was that it kind of 
used to be done verbally and informally." 

Before the policy, the no-code orders were 
recorded and the physician talked to the fam- 
ilv. "and everybody kind nf Hprif.'cH not to uip 
ony heroic measures," he said. . 

"Having something informal kind of led to 
misunderstandings," Howar said. 

Physicians consult the family os a matter- 
ofcourse1-hc said. 

"It's always been the practice of the physi- 
cians who deal with these patients," Howar 
said, "to say, 'Listen, this is a hopeless situu- 
.tion, wc shouldn't prolong Grandma's agony 
any further and wc should lot her die with 
some dignity.'" 

Whether Pauline Dotson should have died

Quane, representing the only remaining 
defendant, says Lobb talked to Dotson alwut 
hcr-"dcsiro to.be free of the ventilator." 


Lobb also noted on the records that he had 
told her family that the "no code" order was 
in effect, Quone said. "The fact that she died 
was not a surprise." 

The physicians treating Dotson wore try- 
inir iQ wean her off a ventilato r by turning 
down the number ol' breatns the ventila&r 
pumped into Dotson's lungs. 

"Unfortunotely, in this case, because of 
Pauline Dotson’s horrible, horrible respirato- 
ry disease, she couldn't make it," Quanc said. 
"She was destined to die." 

. Dotson suffered from a respiratory ailment 
caused by years of smoking, Quane said. She 
was Io.sing her ability to extract oxygen from 
the air she breathed. 

"Dr. Lobb did discuss with (Dotson's sons) 
how precarious Pauline's position was — that

Quane said.

JEROME — Every clmir was filled 
at the Jerome City Council meeting 
Tbesday night ns local residents 
turned out to discuss Sunday liquor 
sales. 

Larry Webb, owner of the North 
Side Club, and several other local 
- club-ownors asked tho council-to con- 
sider allowing the sale of liquor by 
the drink on Sunday. 

The Idaho Legislature two years 
ago turned the issue over to local 
governments, Jerome County has le- 
galized Sunday sales of licpior liy the 
drink but such sales are still illegal 
in the city of Jerome.

ALBION — Voters here turned 
out in force Wednesday to defetil. 
unothetf^lteinpl to allow the sale 
of liquor hy the <lrink on Sun- 
days. 

Voters defeated the proposal 
79-()J. The total represented H(» 
percent of the town's voters, 
Clerk Bennie Chatburn said. 

'I think 86 percent i.s a vi>ry 


giHul turnout,'' Chatburn said, 
adding that tlie Issue had drawn 
considerable interest in the town. 

Aliiinn has defeated liquor by 
the drink proposals before, but by 
much wider margins. 

The Albion City Council called 
the eliK'lion after Dick Adams, 
owner of the Albion Social Club, 
gatliered signatures of the re- 
quired 20 percent of the town's 
registered voters.

Burley landlords complain about high- property taxes

BURLEY — Four area Inmllonls told the Burley 
City Council this week Burley's property taxes are 
too high, partly due to n selllenient with the Wash- 
ington Public Power Supply System. 

The city of Burley paid S7o7,00() as a result of 
the WPPSS acUlement, and the council pul 
$250,000 of that bill on the properly tax rolls for 
one year. The remainder of the money came from 


other city funds. 

Burley re.sident Jim Bryant luld the council that 
property owners ofteii are expected to pay an un- 
fair linint of expenses thnmgh properly laxe.s and 
.said that the money should be raised from 
ratepayers, Bryant owns alsiut JO rental proper: 
lies in Hurley. 

"As a municipality, we ju.>^i have so munv 
sources of revenue.' ('I'jimcilrnan Deriin Taylor 
.said. ' The main' one is taxation. When you've got 
to come up with three quarters of a million di)llar.s. 


the city just doesn't have that.^ 

Landlords Dick Hodge nnd Forest Stevi-ns askeil 
the council to take some action to iielp the proper- 
ty owners in Burley. All three of the landlords said 
it is difticull to keep reiilnl properties filled al- 
ready, without the new tax increase. 

"What I have seen going on in tlie last few years 
shouldn't lie happening." I lodge said 
The council agreed to look into tlie city's utility 
hook-up charges but asked the landlords to come

and asked that he be reinstat- 
ed. 

The board decided in closed 
session Sept. 19 to reinstate 
Mothershed and place him on 
a three-month probation. He 
was also reossimed to the ele- 
mentary school building nnd 
given specific guidelines for 
work performance. 

In other action. Superinten- 
dent Richard Smith reported 
that the federally required as- 
bestos inspection of school 
buildings was completed in 
September. He said some as- 
bestos was found in the fur- 
nace room and around the 
main heating pipes under the 
new ’Section and in the shop 
area. 

Custodian Bob Wnylond has 
received the training in re- 
moving small amounts of as- 
bestos and will train the other 
Hansoo-custodians. 

Wnyland will make a report 
to the board on the progre.ss of 
the asbestos plan at the next 
meeting, set for Jan. 16, 1989.

Speculation about the assisUinls 
' had focused on Al Davis' unhnppi- 
;’hcss, but sources indicated that 
■•Shanahan participated in nr made

pares to assemble his own sUiff, sug- 
'.-'•gesting that he is solidifying his own 

• position as boss. 

Shanahan was handed nearly a 
.•■^full staff when he was, hired a year 
f-^ngo and could bring in only two of 
l!)iiH own a.ssistanls, line coach Alex 
.■^'(tibbs and receiver couch Nick Nico- 
"'^au, both, a.s Shanahan is, former 
/.'Broncos coaches. 

Most of the Raiders' holdover 


coaches, however, were defemsive 
conche.s, because many of Tom Flo- 
res' offensive coaches had been 
fired, Walsh, the quntTcrback coach, 
and Scanolla, who coached the run- 
ning backs, bad .survived, along with 
Art Shell, the offensive_!ine coach. 

Walsh, a Raiders assistant for sev- 
en seasons, was a protege of Davis' 
old mentor, Sid Gilman. Walsh was 
marked for adva;icemenl by Davis, 
moving from receiver coa'ch up to 
quarterback coach a year ago, 
Walsh even took part in the selection 
process for the new head coach, fly- 
ing to Texas at Davis' request to 
meet with Joe Bugel, the Washington 
Redskin assistant who was then a 
candidato- 

However, there were reports that 
Wnksh and Shanahan clashed ibis 
.season and that Walsh's departure 
was expected. 

Sumner, a laconic, likable veter- 
an. respected by his players, was the 
unlitletl defensive coordinator in the 
glory years that ended with the 'HI 
Super Bowl victory. Ho left for a 
two-year stint in the United Stales 
Football League us coach of the Oak- 
land Invaders and returned in 19H7. 
heralded as the man who could put 
the attack back into the unit. 

But the defense slumped, instead. 
Sumner wasn't considered for the 
head coaching position when Flores 
left, although Davis had alway.s 
hired from inside and Sumner was 
the only member of the sUiff who 
had any real sUiture, Defenders said 
that Sumner wa.s too independent for 
Davis, Duvi.s felt that Sumner didn't 
work hard enough.

These include Susan Gilliland. of Kelchum, a 
member of the Idaho Conservation League; Champ 
Church, Hailey, president of the Idnho State 
Bowhunters; Dale Thomas, Gooding, Pheasants Forever 
member; Clayl/jn Niclj^cn, Twin Falls, Magic Valley 
Bowman and Rocky Mountain Elk Foundation; Daryl 
Keck, King Hill, and Dave Hocklandor. Gooding, repre- 
senting the public at large. . 

Currently, Thomn.s will represent the committee, at

"We ve had two meetings so far, mostly to set up n 
charter and csUiblish membership criteria,” Smith said. 
"These things have to' be accomplished because there 


in January and we should have our region foundation in 

place by then.” 

While those things largely are housekeeping matters, 
the major emphasis of committee members for^Uic past 
week and on into early next year will be soliciting partic- 
ipation from the vast interests that basically use Idaho's 
public and private lunds'uiid it’s fish and wildlife. 

"1 have read the complaints from the livestock people, 
the Blue Ribbon Coalition, the Idaho Hunters Association 
and those groups who are complaining before they even 
understand what the Congress is all about.

"Our primary goal 
is to help focus and prioritize the efforts of everyone 
from the private individmil to the game department to 
confront our most pressing needs first and work our way 
through the !i.sl of problems to the beat benefit of every 
outdoor-orienled individual or group," Smith .said. 

"For instance, it was the_ consensus at the Boise 
Congress that probably damage to riparian areas is Ida- 
ho's most pressing problem right now. It affects live- 
stock grazing, big game and fisheries. To answer those 


nroblems , wc need input fromjilj_Uie sourcivs possible. 
he said. ^ 

"Our feeling is that a core group of fiO, covering as 
broad a spectrum of outdoor uses as possible, is the ideal 
situation. It is Small enough that it can meet ancLuccom- 
plish something.

Domestic sheep disease strikes bighorns 

Officials plan to keep close eye on 
transplanted bighorn sheep herd ^

JEROME — Tlic newly established 
California bighorn sheep herd in Big 
Cottonwood Canyon in the South Hills 
will be receiving some special attention 
in the next several weeks concerning the 
possibility of domestic sheep disease. 

A disease that is killing both wild and 
domestic sheep in Idaho's central and 
eastern mountains could become a ma- 
jor disaster for Idaho's Rocky Mountain 
bighorn herds before anything can be 
done obout it. 

Randy Smith, biologist for the Idaho 
Department of Fish and Game for 
wildlife populations south of Snake River 
in Region 4, said he remains fairly cer- 
tain that the California Bighorns that re- 
mained in Big Cottonwood Canyon arc 
disease free because there has been no 
domestic sheep grazing in that area for 
at least 50 years. 

. "But that's also the major reason wc 
will be moking every cfTon to find lhc.se 
wanderers wo have down there," Smith 
said, "Some of them may have strayed 
into domestic sheep allotments and be- 
come infected. Wc must not allow them 
to rejoin the Cottonwood Canyon herd 


until they have been checked to deter- 
mine if they arc disease free, " 

Those "wanderers" arc individual 
bighorns who were collected in Owyhee 
County and transplanted to Dig Cotton- 
wood drainage along with the others. 
But some simply look off and have not 
returned, A couple of isolated rams re- 
portedly arc in the Goose Creek 
drainage and o couple of others report- 
edly have spotted, west of Cotton- 
wood. 

"Wc know that lhe.se four or five ani- 
mals may hove booh exposed," Smith 
said of the range disease, "What wc will 
try to do is locate them, u.sc a helicopter 
and net gun to capture them and then 
run tests for various diseases. We be- 
lieve it could be accomplished in a 2-1- 
hour period, catching the sheep one day. 
holding them overnight while seeking 
the test results and then releasing (hem 
the next day or destroying them if the 
tests turn out positive. 

"The thing wo can not allow to happen 
if for those wanderers to come buck into 
the Big Cottonwood herd if they are in- 
fected," he said, "It could wipe out a size- 
able investment of time and money for 
the department and also kill what 
promises to be a new trophy hunting op- 


portunity in our regiiin." 

Smith said a recaptured wanderer 
would certainly l)e returned to the Big 
Cottonwood group. "There is no guarnn- " 
tee they might not wonder o(T again." he 
.said, noting that probably would cause 
the department to destroy the animal 
rather tluin risk destruction of the entire 
herd. 

"Wc will be monitoring as soon and of- 
ten as possible because the reports from 
the &)lmon area simply point up how 
quickly these problems can occur." be 
said. 

Smith said tltal the department is con- 
tinuing to .survey the South Hills in con- 
junction with the U.S. Forest Service to 
find possible suitable habitats for other 
California Bighorn translocations. Only 
some smaller areas remain as options 
while, some, of th e best p rospective sites 
have been eliminated becaii.se they are 
too close to current domestic sheep graz- 
ing allotments! 

Culifomiu Bighorns are being intro- 
duced to traditional and historic bighorn' 
range .south of Interstate Highway Kl. 
Everything north of that highway is be- ' 
ing managed for Rocky Mountain 
bighorns.

Gulling all infected sheep m Fish and Game says

• SALMON — There is virtually no way to 
cull all the infected animals from Iduho'.s 
largest herd of bighorn sheep, which has 
been expased to a deadly bacterial disease, 
an Idaho Doparttnenl of Fish and Game of- 
ficial says. 

"Even if we wanted to, the chances of 
eliminjiting all the sick apimals are slim to 
none," wildlife biologist Gary Powers .said 
Monday. 

i’owers, one of several Fish' and Game 


officials heading up the field investigation 
of diseased sheep, said treating the animals 
in any large-scale fashion also would be dif- 
ficult, if not impo.ssiblc. 

The terrain in centra! Idaho's &i!mon 
River country would prevent a massive 
slaughter or ireulment of the herd. c.stimut- 
ed at about 1 ,8(X) animals, he said. 

"It's very difficult to spot the live ani:.. 
mals, it's so steep and rugged." Powers 
aa-d, "It's quite difficult to find dead ani- 
•nials, loo.” - - — 

Fish and Game is concerned about pre- 


venting the disease — paslurella hcmolilica 
— from causing the largest die-off of 
bighorn sheep in Idaho's modern history. 
The same disease killed about 85 percent, 
or 125 to 200 animals, of the Hells Canyon 
bighorn herd in 11)83. 

Pa.sturclla hemolitica causes bighorns to 
develop pneumonia, and usually is fatal. 
The bacterial infection has killed at least a 
half-dozen animals so far. hut Povvens said 
many others are exhibiting .symptoms and 
probably will die. 

Fish and Game’s main priority in the 


field is to determine the distribution of the 
disease by flying over bighorn populatioas 
and observing whether the animals are 
showing signs of stress, such ns coughing. 

Meanwhile, stale veterinary officials and 
other bighorn exports continued reviewing 
test .samples to determine the exact cause 
of the infection.

Having been bom and raised in 
Jerome, I con remember when Uic 
phensant were abundant and the mo- 
tels were full of out of state hunters. 
Bing Crosby, I’hil Harris and Gary 
Cixiper were regulars in our town dur- 


ing the hunting season. I con also re- 
member all tho private uirpianes UmL 
(lew into Magic Valley from out of 
slate. I rocaii a few years ago, wait- 
ing for my luggage at the TWin Falls 
Airport and seeing several gun cases 
being unloaded for out of stale 
hunters. 

I spent 12 days hunting in Uie 
Jerome area nnd my brothers and I 
shot u few birds (dam few). The sea- 
son .should have never been opened, 

I cannot understand why the may- 
ors of Magic Valley have notiaken 
you people to task for letting the bird 
population deplete .so far. 

You always have an excuse for 
there not being any pheasants. 

I. Late 70's — no cover, farmers 
burning fence rows and ditches. I vc 
never seen so much cover a.s there is 
now. 

2. 80's — Farmers using too many 
chemiails. 

' 3. 85-86 — Winters loo severe, birds 
winter killed. Yet during '85 season, 
you extended the season and raised 
the bag limit on pheasants. It ap- 
peared you were trying to completely 
do away with the pheasants altogeth- 
er. It was the worst job of manage- 
ment I have ever witnessed. 

'1. Predators killing birds. 

Thc.se are great excuses but they do 
not wash!

BEIJING (AP) — India's young 
, prime minister met China's elder 
' statesman on Wednesday and, as 
Rajiv Gandhi later recounted. New 
. Delhi's troubled relations with Bei- 
jing seemed but a memory, 

"We agreed on almost everything 
that was spoken of," Gandhi said of 
his meeting with Chinese leader, 
Deng Xiaoping, 

The comment was a bit surprising 
from a man who has come to power 
under the shadow of bad relations 
with Beijing. But it made sense in 
tho light of Gandhi's goals in China. 

Gandhi is the first Indian prime 
minister to come to China since his 
grandfather, Prime Minister Jnwa- 
haral Nehru, journeyed here in 1^1 
to celebrate the two countries' close 
tics. 

Gandhi's five-day trip, which be- 
gan Monday, marks the first time 
Chinese and Indian leaders have 
met since 1960 when the late Pre- 
mier Chou Enlai went to New Dehli. 

It was to break this political log- 
jam that Gandhi came to China. He 
sought, as he said, to rekindle the 
spirit of "peace and goodwill" be- 
■ tween the two most populous nations 

— of the world— 

His first two days were filled with 

— talks on the border; Chinn 'a troubled- 
province of Tibet, which lies just 
north of India, and tradcT But it was 
his discussion with Deng that seem- 
ingly interested Gandhi the most. 

Relations turned sour in the early 
1960a because of personal and politi- 
cal disputes between Nehru and Chi- 
' nese leader Moo Tse-tung. A border 
war broke out in 1962.

It at- 
tempts to drive home that mes- 
sage in tony TV ads: 

Sleek Riviera glides through, 
goasumor setting. Well-dressed' 
man is nl the wheel, Elegontly 
dres.sed woman, weoring some- 
thing that looks like nn expen- 
sive parson's hat, is in front pas- 
senger's seat. As car moves for- 
ward, she turns her head and 
condescendingly glances at the 
passing scenery. 

Theme song comes up ns car 
fades into the distance: "Riviera, 
a classic again." 

But GM’s ad still misses the 
point of the 1989 Riviera. 

The new car hearkens back to 
the Roadmaster Riviera, intro- 
duced in 1949. That car was a 
classic, but not in the ritzy-ditzy 
sense.

Film-type storm windows 
cost less, energy efficient

Q: I want to get storm windows for my 
house, but I can't afford expensive con- 
tractor-installed ones. Do those inexpen- 
sive flexible storm window kits i^Uy 
work? Do they look ugly? — N.N. 

• A: If you install a film-type of storm win- 
dow kit properly, it is as cncrgy-cfficient ns 
most contractor-installed single-pane storm 
windows. The initial cost is only a fraction as 
much. 

The majority of cner^ savings from .in- 
stalling a storm window is due to the insulat- 
ing air gap created and the reduction of air 
leakage into your home. The insulating value 
of the storm window glazing itself is mini- 
mal. In colder climates, installing a storm 
window kit can'sometimes reduce window 
condensation problems. 

There are many types of do-it-yourself flex- 
— ible storm window kils available. Somc-usc a. 
hcavy-weight acrylic or vinyl film which you 
can remove and reuse for several years. 

The heal shrink-lype of thin film storm 
. window kit is the easiest to install and is 
very effective. The clear film is attached to 
your wall over your window with special dou- 
ble-sided tape. 

This creates a tight seal around the win- 
dow opening. On a windy day, you can sec it 
move in and out showing how leaky your pri- 
mary windows arc. 

The film is madc'df a special plastic that 
shrinks ns it's heated. Once it is installed and 
shrunk to become taut, the film is difficult to 
notice. A typical hand-held hair dryer pro-

duce.s enough heat to shrink the film. 

A heat-shrink film kit is easy to install. 
You just clean olT the wall surface around the 
window opening. Stick the double-sided tape 
to the wall around the opening. Cut a large 
piece of the film and stick it to the tape. Use 
your hair dryer to shrink it and cut off the 
excess. 

It is usually better to use a storm window 
kit than to try to moke your own. The double- 
sided tope in the, kits is made to hold the film 
taut, but releases easily when you remove it. 
Using ordinary tape may bo difficult to re- 
.moveand may.pull some-paint.Qff.with.it 

The actual energy savings you will realize 
by mstalling storm window kits rkpends on 
many fa’etbrs .specific to yoiir houserin addi- 
tion to reducing the bent lo.ss through your 
windows by blocking chilly draffs, you can of- 
ten be comfortable at a lower thermostat set- 
ting and save even more energy.

In the few weeks loft before year's 
end, start by accelerating income 
into 1988 (to be taxed at a lower 
rate) and deferring deductions into 
1989 (to obtain a greater reduction in 
taxes). 

Hero are some areas to examine 
regarding both strategies, as sug- 
gested by William D. Rosenberg, 

CPA, and Richard A. Klass, CPA, of 
Weiner St Co,, headquartered in Now 
York:' 

1. Jfyou own stock that has risen 
in value and have held it for loss - 
than one year, sell it in 1988. 

2. Ifyou deferred the receipt of 

compensation in earlier years, have 
it'puid to you in 1988.” 

3. If you arc age 70 1/2 (and there- 
fore otherwise required to begin 
"draining" your Individual Retire- 
ment Account (IRA), withdraw addi- 
tion funds in 1988. 

4. Ifyou own a company and are 
employed by it, take a bonus in 1988, 
una then cut back payments you 
would otherwise receive in 1989. Of 
course, be careful not to take "unrea- 
Bonable" amounts of compensation 
(the IRS might assert that such ex- 
cess payments are non-dcductiblo 
dividends). However, if your corpora- 
tion is properly set up, you will DC 
able to accelerate bonuses into 1988 
and not cause any unreasonable 
compensation arguments with the 
IRS, 

5. Ifyou hold non-qualified stock 
options in your employer's firm, exer- 
cise the options in 1988, thereby 
causing the "bargain" portion of the 
option to be taxed in 1988. 

6. - If you are a sole proprietor, or 
own nn interest in a business that - 
operates ns either a calendar year 
partnership or S corporation, acceler- 
ate income earned by the business 
into 1988. 

After you have taken all steps to 
increase your income, turn your at- 
tention to the deduction aide --and 
delay making your payments for de- 
ductible items until January, 1989. 

Discretionary itemized deductions 
such as charitable contributions, real 
c.Htatc taxes and state and local taxes 
that you would otherwise pay in 
1988 should bo delayed until 1989. 
Similarly, to the extent feasible, pay- 
ments for deductible interest ex- 
pense (say, qualified residence inter- 
est) .should be delayed until 1989. 

For investment interest that you 
can fully deduct in 1988, postpone 
payment only if you expect sufficient 
investment income in 1989 to allow 
the full deductible of this interest in

• "Winterize" your far. ilave your 
battery, ^jt^ikes, snow tires, wind- 
shield wipers, defroster and muffler 
thoroughly checked at a service sta- 
tion before winter cold ami snow 
catch you unprepared. 

• Prepared n winter driving kit. 

Carry these items in your car at all 
times for help in any emergency: 
Tire-chains if legal in your state; 
snowbnish; ice scraper; small snow 
shovel; large bag of cat Ixix filler for 
added weight and traction; extra 
clothing; llashlight; jumper cables; 

' cloth or paper towels; (lures; blanket. 

• Make certain you can see and be 
seen clearly.
